The Uplander, tall, husky and 
handsome when he. left here in 
April, 1941, is now stationed at the 
Osaka prisoner of war camp in 
Nippon. He bears “Prisoner of 
War No. 3970,” according to the 
address he gave on his letter. 

His parents write to the prison- 
er every two weeks. Only 25 word 
messages on a postal card are per. 
mitted, 

‘I try to write a consecutive 
message from one card to the next, 
ihecause it is so hard to say so 
much in only 25 words,” explained 
the mother. 

In addition to the two previous 
letters from him, the parents 
heard his voice in a radio broad. 
cast. from the prison camp in 
1942. 

“A retired preacher recorded 
Bill’s voice and he sent us the re- 
cord, but we do not play it too 
much so that we will be sure it 
lasts,’ continued Mrs. Standlea. 

Every month the American Red 
Cross issues a bulletin to all par- 
ents of prisoners of war. Provid- 
ing an exchange of reports and 
any developments in the handling 
of the prisoners, the message en- 
ables all the people with common 
experiences to learn of any new 
word. 

“J have appreciated that bulletin 
so much I think I will report about 
our letter coming from Bill,” she 
said. 

As a senior at Chaffey high 
school, Bill Standlea enlisted in 
the marines. That was in April, 
1941, a few months after he had 
starred on the Chaffey football 
team. 

After a short training period, he 
was sent to help fortify Guam 
against an impending attack. The | 
attack followed soon after Pearl 
Harbor. Months later the parents 
received their first word. Sus- 
pense has prevailed most of the 
time due to the frequent tragic 
reports coming from the Japs, 

In each letter, the young Up- 
lander has urged his parents not 
to worry, yet he expresses his love 
for them and tells of his constant 
thoughts of them and his home 
life. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stanlea now reside 
at 467 Ninth avenue. When their 
son enilsted they were residing at 
1192 East Ninth street.

Alert Planning 
Of Upland Urged 
By Expert 


“Plan your city “with your eyes 
opened, always recognizing that 
changes are coming,” declared 
Charles W. Elliot of Los Angeles 
in a discussion of municipal plan- 
ning in the Elementary school au- 
ditorium Friday night. 

His appearance here sponsored 

, by the Upland planning commis- 
sion, Mr. Eliot discussed planning 
and Upland’s possibilities in par- 
ticular. He observed, “You have 
& good base here,” in  open- 
ing the interesting, enlightening 
and practical discussion. He then 
listed and discussed the fields as 
follows: 

“Economics — what makes the 
community click? Where does 
the money come from and where 
are the jobs? 

“Special—-Does coming of steel 
workers mean a different kind of 
people, different social problems 
and will there be a change in the 
citrus labor situation here.” 

“Government—Intelligent plan 
for governmental cooperation’ 
should be worked out so as to use 
the facilities to the maximum. 

“Physical--What purpose do the 
people of Upland want their com- 
munity to serve during the next 
50 years?” 

Mr. Eliot then said the zoning 
of the community and strict con- 
trol of land subdivision woyld pre- 
vent pitfalls. 


Observations Made 

Often during his address, deliv- 
ered informally, he made observa- 
tions and one of them was: “You 
can trim down the area set aside 
for business materially. Too much 
business area inspires haphazard 
development and not where the 
greatest benefit may accrue to the 
people as a whole.” 

The modern trend is for plenty 
of parking areas.in the business 
district, Mr. Eliot emphasized. 

“Subdivision control should be 
maintained and you’ should zone 
certain areas into ‘open spaces’,” 
he said. 

Speaking of planning in general, 
the distinguished leader said: 
‘Planning is like the steering wheel 
“Planning is like the steering 
wheel of a car---it controls the di- 
rection in going ahead. The plan- 
ning commission is the ‘steering 
wheel of the community. Its ob- 
jective is to keep the community 
ahead—-instead of mopping up af. 
terwards.”” 


Questions Answered 

In a brief period of informal dis- 
cusson after his talk, Mr. Eliot 
answered questions from the audi- 
ence. Wiley W. Mather, who tn- 
troduced the speaker, pointed out 
that some streets on the east side 
of (Euclid do not “line up” direct- 
ly with the corresponding streets 
on. the west side of Euclid. 

Mr. Eliot looked upon this sit- 
uation ag favorable in the resi- 
dential district. Mention was made 
of the fact.that the busines dis- 
trict was partially ‘cut off’ from 
the southern portion of Upland by 
the Santa Fe right-of-way. To 
ths situation, Mr. Eliot questioned 
the practicability of placing an un- 
derpass at Second avenue and ex- 
pressed the belief the business 
district was fairly well located. 

In an informal manner, Mr. 
Eliot mentioned the new trans- 
continental highway recently ap- 
proved by Congress for post-war 
construction. This artery will 
naturally traverse some southland 
area and he said “it could go 
through here.” He mentioned this 
possible improvement to empha- 
size the need of being alert to 
changer and the new problems 
which will be presented from time

Home Institute 
To Study Budget 


“Budgeting for Your Home” will 
be the topic of the Home Planning 
institute meeting Wednesday at 
7:30 p.m. in the Merton E, Hill 
auditorium at Chaffey college, Jay 
Dewey Harnish, chairman, an- 
nounced today. 

The speaker will be George D. 
Riddle of Los Angeles, former 
president of the Association of 
California Architects, who, as ar- 
chitect for the Federal Housing 
administration, processed 125,000 
home building applications involv- 
ing more than $518,000,000 in nine 
years. 

Born in Minnesota in 1901, Mr. 
Riddle has been a California resi- 
dent since 1905 and attended pubd- 
lic schools at Los Angeles and 
Long Beach. He studied architec. 
ture at Beaux Arts institute of de- 
sign and at Los Angeles Atelier. 

He was licensed to practice ar- 
chitecture in 1928 and in 1932 was 
appointed to the board of direc- 
tors of the State Association of 
California Architects. From 1936 
to 1938 he was vice president and 
was elected president in 1938, | 














The report says “the company 
anticipates a postwar employment 
of 3,000. This number of perma-

10,000 JOBS IN ARER 

“In other words, this volume of 
employment in the steel 
should mean 10,000 permanent 
postwar jobs for the area. At the 
ratio of one worker to each three 
persons, this would mean support 
to a total population of 30,000 
persons. 

“Other plants processing and 
fabricating the fron and steel pro- 
ducts would employ many more. 

“At the end of September, 1944, 
the company employed 3117 tn op- 
erations and 738 in construction. 
The company needs about 300 
more workers at present. Two 
hundred twelve men in military 
ea are now working part time 
at the plant. The present work 
force also includes 65  veter- 
ans of World War Two and 81 
persons under 18 years of age. 


NOT TEMPORARY PLANT 
“Steel is no temporary wartime 
enterprise to the Kaiser company. 
The R.F.C. loan for the construc- 
tion of the steel plant is secured 
by the profits of the Kaiser com- 
pany from its shipyards in Ore- 
gon and in California and from the 
Permanente cement plant. 

“In this way, ‘Kaiser’s whole fu- 
ture is tied to the permanent, pro- 
fitable operation of the Fontana 
plant. 

“Numbers of inquiries have been 
received from other organizations 
who want to locate related plants 
near the steel plant. One concern 
wants to manufacture stoves and 
refrigerators if it can get the 
proper materials. 

Mr Kaiser's pia is tos have 
the plant contribute to the devel- 
opment of the surrounding com- 
munity adjacent to the plant, and 
to have workers living in their 
own homes with a half acre or 
more of their own land. 


WATER RE-USED 
“The plant is using considerably 
less ‘water than was expected. 
There are two complete water sys- 
tems, one for domestic use and 
one for industrial. All water that 
can be saved—even sewerage wa- | 
ter, after proper treatment—ts re- | 


re-use. 
“Many studies were made of 
plant location factors. Because of 
wartime restrictions, the plant 
could not be placed within 50 miles 
of tidewater. Its present location 
was chosen because it is near 
ore supplies, because it is served 
by three transcontinental rall- 
roads, because of its nearness to 
major western markets, because 
pleasant home communities are 
nearby and because it offers a 
satisfactory water supply.” 

The research was directed by 
Alexander R. Heron director of re- 
construction and reemployment. 
Assisting here were Ross Miller, 
economic analyst, and Lawrence 
E. Olson, assistant director.

Non-Ferrous Metal 
Furnace Installed 


The first bronze ingot was 
poured from the new crucible type 
furnace for non-ferrous metals at 
the Kaiser steel mill last week. 
The new furnace, which is capa- 
ble of handling up to 1200 pounds, 
is located in the foundry. 

The output from the furnace 
will be used by the steel mill 
wherever bronze bushings, bear- 
ings or miscellaneous bronze or 
brass castings are needed. 

The furnace can also be used in 
melting down non-ferrous metals 
such as bronze, brass, copper or 
aluminum. Furnaces of this type 
are primarily used in the manu- 
macture of cooking utensils and 
other kitchen equipment.

The instrument  Piatigorsky 
plays is a Montagnana cello of the 
year 1739 he obtained about 10 
years ago in London. At that 
time it had been buried in an old 
English country estate and had 
not: heen played for almost a cen- 
tury. Domenicio Montagnana, 
who lived from 1700 to 1740, made 
only a few violincellos, violas and 
violins, but his instruments are 
among the best in existence.

TO HELP YOU GET THE 
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Hospital Auxiliary Hears of Work of Chinese Women| } 


Mrs. Huang Addresses | 
Hospital Auxiliary 
At Meeting Yesterday 


What the women of China are 
doing to meet the emergencies 
caused by the prolonged war was 
told in part to members of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of San An- 
tonio Community hospital yester- 
day afternoon when Mrs. S. F. 
Huang addressed the group at 
their monthly meeting in the hos- 
pital library. 

Mrs. Huang, who was introduc- 
ed by Mrs. Norman S. Lawson, 
program chairman, left Shanghai 
after the bombings in 1940 and is 
now residing in Claremont. Her 
husband, manager of the Central 
Bank of China in the interior, 
still in that country. 

After studying nutrition for two 
years in Smith college, Mrs. Huang 
served for 11 years as a dietitian 
in the Peking Medical 
She also was active in the Y. W. 
Cc. A. and was vice-president of 
the world organization. 

The housing problem is very 
acute and everything is inade- 
quate in Central China, the speak- 
er said, and Chinese women’s ser- 
vices are especially valuable. Many 
have gone to work who in ordin- 
ary times would not, because of 
inflationary prices, for now an in- 
come has only 1-60 of its former 
buying power. 

The Y. W. C. A. has tried to 
help meet the needs of Working 
women. One of its projects has 
been the establishing of nursery 
schools and teaching the mothers 
how to prepare proper food for 
their children. It has alSo open- 
ed night schools for study and re- 
creation. The women are avid 
readers and also enjoy recordings 
of classical music. 

In speaking of recent develop- 
ments in food, Mrs. Huang men- 
tioned milk made from soy beans 
and the use of powdered egg shells. 
The Y. W. C. A. has opened free 
kitcheng, where in the morning 
working women may be served soy 
bean milk, fortified until it is prac- 
tically the equal of cows’ milk, 

Other contributions made by 
women in the war effort include 
the development of a type of 
wheat which will grow well in 
China, Mrs. Huang said. Another 
woman has developed a synthetic 
fiber from flax, which is warmer 
than wool and cheaper than cot- 
ton. Still another has establish- 
ed a food center which serves 1600 
meals a day at low cost. 

At the conclusion of her talk, 
Mrs. Huang answered a number, 
ot questions, most of them per- 
taining to postwar plans. 

Mrs. L. Dudley Phillips, the 
president, presided over the meet- 
ing and announced the receipt of 
a gift of money by the auxiliary 
in memory of Miss Frances Barr. 
This will be used for subscrip- 
tions for magazines for the use 
of the patients in the hospital.

Price and Douglas P.. Armstrong
